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PREFACE. 


Perhaps  there  is  not  a  subject  to  which  we 
listen,  with  more  attention  and  interest,  than  a 
recital  of  the  history  of  our  ancestors. 

Many  of  us  can  hardly  remember  the  persons  of 
our  Grandparents;  and  have  heard  almost  nothing 
of  the  generations  that  preceded  them.  Nearly 
all  we  know  of  them,  is  what  is  communicated 
orally  from  father  to  son,  except  what  may  be 
found  in  the  Town  records,  or  in  the  old  Family 
Bible. 

The  following  brief  history  was  taken  by  John 
King,  of  Barre,  nearly  as  related  more  than  thirty 
years  since,  by  Aunt  Bethiah  King,  of  New 
Salem,  at  the  advanced  age  of  nearly  ninety  years, 
relating  to  our  ancestors,  before  her  father  came  to 
Rutland,  with  his  family.  In  collecting  these 
names,  many  of  them  from  memory,  there  probably 
are  some  errors,  which  must  be  overlooked.
